| By Seven of the Clock in the Evening, 


we raiſed a Battery againſtthe Enemies, and 


continue to ply briskly on them, till it grew 
dark 3 during which, we diſmounted one of 
thcir Guns :-By the next Morning, our Main 
Bedy were come up, and were drawn up in- 
to ſeveral Wings,by the General Officers, and 
by Eight of theClock, (thanks be to God) 
His Majeſty mounted His Horſe; after which, 
He gaveOrder to Count Schonberg, with ſome 
Squadrons of Horſe, to Foad the River, which 
they did forthwith. ' 

- The Iriſh Horſe and Dragoons, which 
were on the other fide ofthe River, diſputed 
the Paſs for ſome time z butthe Body of our 
Horſe notwithſtanding, forced their- way, 
after which the Iriſh Horſe ran, leaving the 
Foot to the Mercy of our Forces, who fell 
in with them pell-mell , ſome of which made 
one Shot, but the greater number threw down 
their Arms without | Firing, moſt of which 
were either Killed or taken Priſoners; with 
their Artiliary and other Plunder 'very con- 
ſiderable. A Diſlſerter which came into our 
Crmp, gives an Account, that one Shot made 
from our Battery (before mentioned) went 
through King Jrees his own Tent, and Killed 
Seven Men. 

The Iriſh Horſe and Dragoons, with what 
Foot eſcaped, ran to- their main Body near 
Dunſhauglin, who were there Poſted on 
advantagious Ground, - by the late King 

ames, and his Generals, the Dukes of 
Tyrconnel and Berwick, Brigadier Hakwiltoy, 
and two French Generals, refolving there to 
ſtay 'till our Army came up and Fight them, 
Our whole Army having paſſed the River 
on Wedneſday Morning, His Majeſty, King

William , accompanined with the Prince of 
Denmark, the Dukes of Sclonberg and Or- 
mond, and ſeveral other General Officers, 
Advanced with His whole Army towards the 
Enemy, and between Ten and Eleven inthe 
Morning, our Advance Guards diſcovered 
the Enemy drawn up in Battalia, between 
Duvuſhauglin and Curdiff, about nine Miles 
from D»blir. 
Our Army made their regular Approach» 
es towards the Enemy, the King in Perſon, 
accompanied with the Prince of Denmark , 
Commanded the main Body, and about 
Twelve of the Clock the Fight began,which 
the Enemy Maitained for ſome time 
briskly 3 but afcer about three Hours, they 
they having loſt many of the Great Officers, 
and moſt of the French, in the Left Wing, 
being cut off, their BHocſe gave way 5 which, 
our Army perceiving, preſſed on them with 
ſo great Fury, that in a little time they brake 
their Ranksz for which they immediately 
Fled,” taking their way towards the County 
of Kildare, leaving the Foot to the 

of our Army, who paſo the Victory with 
great Slanghter, killing between Six and Se- 
ven Thouſand of the Enemy, and taking 
great Numbers Priſoners. ; 

Amongſt other” great Officers that were 
Slain, were found the Dukes of Berwick and 
Tprconnel, and the Lord Dungan; and 
the Priſoners was Brigadier General Richard 
Hamilton, and other great Othcers. 

Care being taken to ſecure the Priſoners, 
and Night coming on, our Army ſtayed to 
refreſh themſelves, and the next Morning ad- 
vanced towards Dxblir, where they arrived 
the fame Evening, finding no oppoſition 
King James having 3 little before drawn out 
of that City all his Forces to joyn his Army 
at Navan, except Six Hundred, who hearing 
of the Defeat of their Forces, and the ap- 
proach of our Army, ran towards the Coun- 
ty of Wicklow, doing before-hand what o- 
ther Miſchief that little time would permit. 
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
